Brodie, Siamese twin who for 34 
days amazed the medical world by 
surviving a head-to-head surgica! 
separation, died last night.

making operation Dec. 
17. 
His 


brain circulation was impaired and 
his condition had been listed "very 
precarious" since the

from his brother Rodney Dee.

The surgery on the twins, who
